No longer can we doubt that both the Dem- 
ocratic aud Republican parties, as partie?, 
have died, tbe former with defeat aud tbe 
latter in the' accomplishment of its mission 
in Ibe extermination of slavery. 
Wilh this 


question settled, newer problems for the 
people will attract public attention, aud 
works of wickedness which progressed dui- 
ing the exciting settlement of Ihe slavery 
auesti n must uow become popular sub- 
jects for thought and action. 
We believe 


tbat strong efforts are making to centralize 
the general jjovernmoul, and that such a 
movement ia aided by present government 
officers. 
Of course, as soon as tho people 


see the trap fprunt;, there will be opposi- 
tion, aud two new parlies will take tho field 
and tbe great questions of the time will be 
whether we as a uation shall tend further 
than now towards a throne, or continue a 
democratic Republic. Tho New York Daily 
Graphic touches upon some of the issues ot 
tbe time .quite pointedly. It says the rela- 
tions ol labor aud capital is one of them.— 
This great and terrible question of railroad 
monopoly which looms up in larger out- 
lines and darker colors every your, must 
be met and answered, or it will answer it- 
self in a way fatal to every industry and in- 
terest of the nation.

All these mat- 
tars uiust come before the people and it is 
evident that new'political sides must be 
ruiiwoa tuai they may Do propcrij trenicii. 
The field of politics is not an exception 
among the matters of this world, and old 
must give way to ucw.

ly more creditable legislation than our 
country has witnessed of late years.

NEW ENGLAND NOTES. 


THE LATE HON. JAJIES DIXON OF Cos- 


MECTICUT.—Tbe Hon. Jarnes Dixon died at 
his roiideiice in Hartford Thursday after- 
noon. He was born iu Enfiold Connecticut, 
August 5,1814, and graduated at Williams 
Collese in 1S34, when he adopted the pro- 
fession oflaw 
He was a member of the 


low«r branch cf the legislators of Connec- 
ticut In 18S7, 1S38 and 1844, and of the 
3Ut« Senate in 1854. From 1845 to 1849 he 
was a Representative in Congress. In 1857 
hi was elected Senator for six yean, and 
wasreelected iu 1803 for the term ending in 
1869. 
He served on various 
committees 


while a member of Congress, and has been 
chairman ofthe committee on contingent 
eipenses of the Senate, of tbe committee on 
the District of Columbia, and of the com- 
mittee on post-office and poat roads. He 
was a member of the national committee 
appointed to accompany the 
remains of 


President Lincoln to Illinois, and in I860 
was a delegate to the "national union csn- 
Tentiim" in Philadelphia. He had baan in 
feeble health for several months before his 
death, which was caused by a disease of the 
heart.

JANUARY HUSSION AT PROVIDENCE. 


TiiUBSi>AY, March 27. 


In the Senate, the resolution reported 


from the Judiciary Committee relative to 
tho $100,000 note forfeited by the Boston, 
Hartford and Krio Railroad Company was 
adopted. It provides that th« nnio shall be 
collected and ibo proceeds deposited with 
thu Hu&piul Trust Company, and if within 
four years the Governor shall be satisfied 
that the expenditure of tho money will in- 
sure Iho completion of a ntliroad from 
Woonsocket to Putnam, Coun., it shall 
so appropriated; otherwise it shall belong 
absolutely to the State. The House bill to 
prevent the seinery and trapping of fish was 
referred to thn Committees on Fisheries.— 
Tim bill to alloy/ tbe Union Kailroad Com- 
pany to use other than horse power to pro- 
pel their street cars was reported from the 
Committeo on Corporations aud adopted. 
A bill asked for by citizens of Little Coiup- 
ton relative to tho expense of maintaining 
Stone Bridge, was continued to luu next 
January session with order of notice to oth- 
er towns of Newport county, 


The resolution appropriating $5,500 to 


four agricultural ami horticultural sociMtits, 
although vigorously opposed as Introducing 
a new precedent for the expenditure ofthe 
public money, was passed by a vote of 29 to 
20. A. bill aunexing to tho city of Provi- 
dence 60 much of the North Burial Ground 
aud Switu Point Cemetery as lies in th« 
town of North Providence, was passed. 
A 


bill establishing a Board of Public Works in 
Providence, was reported from Hit) Judiciary 
Committee, and passed.

relative to the Warron and Barrington 
bridges, was passed iu concurrence with at; 
amendment.
